AUGUST 7TH 

This day August 7, 1729. is given as the probable date of the death 
of Thomas Newcomen, “sole inventor of that surprising mach’ne for raising 
water by fire.” as was the picturesque description given in the journal which 
announced his demise. Newcomen was not exactly the sole inventor of the 
steam pump, to give the contrivance its more correct 
ttle. The honors seem to be divided. Savery took out his 
patent some time previous to Newcomen, and the idea 
had been exercising other minds besides the two whase 
names are so closely allied with the first practical steam 
pumps. Newcomen, however, appears to have made very 
decided improvements on anything of the kind that 
had been produced previously, and his old engines con- 
tinued to pump water out of the Cornish mines and 
northern collieries long after the early efforts to work a 
piston by steam had been added to the lighter side of 
scientific h story. And it is possible to look back upon 
those early efforts with a smile, wonderful as they really 
were th Der Papin is another name that comes 
back to us from that period.
